W ashington, Ju ly 25.— Official cir­ 
cles of the capital were startled by 
Information that more than 100.000 
Japanese 
males are 
now quartered 
throughout Mexioo and that 2 0,000 of 
them are in and about Mexico City In 
position 
to 
be 
concentrated within 
three days for any enterprise which 
may seem desirable to the Japanese 
m inistry at Mexico’s capital, accord- 1 
ing to Edward I. Dell. 
Thera are 5,- ' 
000 Japanese in Mexico City proper. 
5,000 more In the outlying suburbs of 
the 
federal 
district, and 
10.000 in 
towns, cotton mills, and haciendas of S 
easy access to the capital by rail, 
with 
80,000 in the interior and in 
towns along the Pacific coast. 


Offered to Fight for Madero. 


Official records covering this Insidi­ 
ous move on the part of Japan have 
been gathered by the secret service 
and 
by the consular agencies, and 
have been accumulated in the vol­ 
uminous illes of the state department 
to be examined at convenient oppor­ 
tunity. 
Sharp impetus was given to 
desire for information 
when it be­ 
came known that an offer of the serv- | 
ice of 2,000 .Taps had been made to 
Madero on the 13th of last February, 
the 
proposed 
undertaking being 
to 
capture the arsenal in Mexico City, 
then the headquarters of the Felix 
Diaz revolt which broke out on Feb­ 
ruary 9. 
The offer was made to Gustave M a­ 
dero at a secret meeting held In the i 
department of communications as the 
result of a call sent out by Subsecre- i 
tary Urquidi of that department to 
100 
chosen 
adherents 
of 
Madero 
among members of the Chamber of 
Deputies and other Mexicans of con­ 
sequence and standing. 


Promised Japs Dressed as Peons. 


The object of the meeting was to 
form a dependable guard of 100 men 
of known fidelity to protect Madero, 
then besieged in the national palace, 
rumors of treachery having reached 
Madero’s closest 
friends. 
To 
this 
meeting but forty-three came out of 
the 100 called. 
Among them was a 
member of the chamber of deputies, 
accompanied by au attache of the 
Japanese legation, 
who calm ly 
set 
forth to Gustavo Madero, brother of 
the 
president, 
that 
in 
twenty-four 
hours he could muster 2,000 Japanese 
dressed 
as 
peons and 
armed 
with 
knives. 
W hen fighting was suspended 
under the influence of pulque, the Ja n 
anese would quietly dispose of them 
with their knives, after which they 
would 
rush 
the 
arsenal 
where the 
troops were sleeping and knife th • 
entire force, faking possession of the 
whole works in tin* interest of Madero 
and ending the revolt at once. 


Madero Feared Results. 


The offer was rejected, Gustavo M a­ 
dero announcing that the Mexicans 
would fight their own battles. 
The announcement that the Jap a ­ 
nese government has requested per­ 
mission of Mexico to establish a Jap a­ 
nese colony in the state of Morelos, 
Just south 
of the Mexican 
capital, 
takes on peculiar significance when 
the temper of the Japanese toward 
Am ericans is none too good, and the 
question 
of 
intervention 
in 
Mexico 
in the interest of establishing order 
is likely, any day, to come at a cabi­ 
net meeting for its serious considera­ 
tion and decision. 
The Japanese arrive in Mexico by 
the Tovo Kisan Oriental Steamship 
company and the Hong Fong Steam ­ 
ship company, both lines making reg­ 
ular trips to the Pacific coast ports of 
Mexico. 
At these points of arrival a 
few are landed at each port each trip, 
steadily augmenting the total to for­ 
midable proportions.

to 2 cents a pound encountered Repub­ 
lican opposition when Snator Gronna 
of North Dakota declared 1 rent high 
enough, 
because 
formaldehyde 
was 
very essential to the farmers. 
Sena­ 
tor Smoot withdrew the amendment. 
W hen Senator Smoot sought to re­ 
store 
amber gum to the 
free list, 
striking out the proposed duty of $1 
per pound. Senator Stone wanted to 
know why the government should not 
get revenge from pipe stems made 
from amber as well as from tobacco. 
Senator I*odge protested against the 
proposed duty of 5 cents a pound on 
camphor and declared he would de­ 
mand a record vote later on an amend­ 
ment to place it on the free list.

Portland, Ore., Ju ly 25.— Dissolution 
of the alleged telephone trust on the 
Pacific coast by the Am erican Telo- 
phon and 
Telegraph 
company— the 
Bell telephone trust— is sought by A t­ 
torney 
General 
McReynolds in the 
civil suit filed here. 
The goveruui«;nt 
charg«;s the giant absorbing Independ­ 
ent telephone companies to destroy 
competition and create a monopoly in 
Oregon, 
Washington, 
Montana 
and 
Idaho in violation of the Sherman 
law. 
This is the first attempt ever made 
to apply the federal anti trust statute 
to th«* telephone situation. 
Telephone companies have assert­ 
ed that the telephone, like the rail­ 
road, is a natural monopoly, and that 
a single system is conducive to the 
best 
interests 
of the 
public. 
The 
department of justice contends that 
it is a question of public policy for 
congress to determine. 
It is said that til«* suit w ill not inter­ 
ior«* with the sweeping investigation 
proposed by th«* interstate commerce 
commission into the g«*neral telephone 
situation, to determine whether the 
Sherman law should be Invoked g«*n-
